ONE FLOATING MONUMENT. 


Many of the old naval ships have 
necessarily been broken up, and 
many persons feared H.M.S. Victory, 
aiter her recent accident, would fol- 
low her unfortunate consorts; but 
the King is credited with having 
commanded that she should be pre- 
served as the one floating monument 
of the heroic past. The Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty gave 
to the above society the whole of 
the old material taken from H.M.S. 
Victory. The society has also  Sse- 
cured the whole of tho remaining 
copper, weighing several tons, left 
from Nelson's flagship, the Foudroy- 
ant, wrecked in 1837, and will there- 
fore bo in a position to present 
some million Nelson Victory sou- 
venirs to the boys and girls of the 
Empire. 

The Royal Albert Hall is secured, 
and other suitable centres will be 
taken both in India, the colonies, as 
well as in the British Isles, for a

MORE DOCTORS WANTED. 


Pitiful Scenes Witnessed at Russi- 
on Headquarters. 


Mukden is a city of wounded. Tole 
grams received at St. Petersburg 
from the Mandhurfan headquarters 
describe in detail the pitiful scenes in 
the capital, where evory house las 
become hospital and the constant 
cry is: ‘‘More doctors!’ 

The wounded commenced to arrive 
at Mukden Oct, 11, and the heaviest 
day was Oct. 16, when the main road , 
leading to the city was absolutely : 
choked with ambulances, carts and § 
litters, | 

So far as possible preparations had 
been made by the Red Cross Coros 
to cope with the inevitable heavy 
casualty list. When Gen, Kouropat- 
Kin began his unfortunate advance, 
every available ambulance accom- 
panied him, aswell as the doctors 
and nurses who served through the 
Liao-Yang engagement, 

Still the facilities were miserably 
inadequate. A large portion of the 
much-needed hospital supplies is still 
at Harbin, despite the urgent appeals 
of the doctors, after the Liao-Yang 
engagement, for more help and sup- 
Plies. Owing to an official blunder, 
, the additional supplies were not for- 
‘warded to Mutden, the result being 
that the Red Cross was handicapped 
in every way. 

Train-loads of wounded were sent 
direct to Tieling, and all who could 
bear the journey were shipped to 
Harbin, but there remained thousands 
jof cases which required immediate at- 
tention, and these were ordered to 
Mukden, 

The doctors have been practically 
without sleep for a week. Several 
nurses are reported to have actually 
| died 
)Sister of Charity—collapsing while 
assisting at en operation. The sup- 
ply of medicines and surgical appli- 
ances has run short. 

It is estimated that at least 28,- 
000 wounded men have been treated 
in Mukden. Scores of them died’ be- 
fore surgical assistance could reach 
them. Gen. ‘Kouropatkin has per- 
sonally complimented the Red Cross 
Corps for its exertions during the 
past week.

Verse 13.—The first duty before 
Hezckiah when he mounted the 
throne was to “‘open the doors of 
the house of Jehovah.’’ During the 
reign of his father, Ahaz, the sanctu- 
ary hod been used for idolatrous 
worship. Its ‘‘holy place’’ was no 
longer holy. It had bean defiled in 
the sight of God and degraded in 
popular esteem. It had become not 
only necessary to renovate it, but to 
reconsecrate it to the service of 
Jehoval. For weeks workinen had 
been busy on the building under the 
supervision of the priests. So soon 
as their work was completed the 
priests and the Levites went in to 
Hezekiah the king (‘within the pa- 
Jace’’) to make their formal report; 
We have cleansed all the house of 
the Lord (‘“Jchovah’’). Tlie altar 
of burnt offering was o great struc- 
ture of brass (bronze or copper), ven- 
erated because of its sacredness and 
because it had been constructed by 
Solomon. Ahaz, however, had sect 
it aside and in its place for some 
years had stood an idolatrous altar 
erected by royal and priestly com- 
mand after the pattern of an altar 
which the king had seen at Damas- 
cus. The vessels thereof were the 
implements used in the offering of 
sacrifices. These were now brought 
back to their proper places. The 
showbread table (‘‘the table of show- 
bread’’) was a stand on which wero 
kept twelve fresh loaves made from 
unleavened flour, each loaf symboliz- 
ing a tribe of Isracl. 

19. The vessels which King Ahaz 
in his reign did cast away includod 
not only such utensils as knives and 
basins, many of which were ‘‘cut in 

feces'’ (2 Chron. 28, 24), but the 

‘brazen sea’’ also, a huge layer

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KOUROPATKIN AND MIKADO 
Famous General Once Enjoyed 
Hospitality of Emperor. 
General Alexei Nicholavitch Kour- 
opatkin and a staff of Russian ofli- 
cers enjoyed the hospitality of the 
lmperor of Japan a little over one 
year ago.

An Abundant Supply of Cheap 


Feed Is Very Essential to 
Success.

From tho 
butcher’s point of view tho stcer of 
best quality Is the one which carrics 
the greatost percentage of its weight 
in those parts of the carcgse which 
give the highest priced cuts. In Chi- 
cago and New York markets, the 
most discriminating in the world, 
the rib and loin cuts command over 
four times the average price paid 
for the remainiier of the carcase, and 
it is apparent that the prime  beel 
animal must be good in these parts.

A clear, 
prominent, yet placid, eyc, clean-cut 
features, fine horn, and clean fina 
bone, all go to indicate good feed-~ 
ing quality and capacity to take on 
a finish of the highest excellence, and 
consequently to command top pricas. 
Coarseboned, rough animals are al- 
most invariably slow feeders and 
hard to finish properly. Besides 
these qualitics, and above all, it is 
necessary to have vigor and consti 
tution. Woe find evidence of these in 
a wide forelicad, a prominent brisket, 
well sprung ribs, full 
heart girth and a general robust ap- 
pearance. 

With the proper beef type in mind, 
it will not be diMcult to recognize a 
suitable stocker. To find tim is a 
more diflicult matter. Owing largely 
to tlie great expansion of the dairy 
business during the past fifteen or 
twenty years, it Is becoming more 
‘and more difficult to procure good 
stockers for feeding. To get satis 
factory animals a farmer is almost 
compelled to breed liis own. In case 
he dues so, too mueb importanca 
cannot be attaclied to the selection 
of the sire. It should never be for- 
gotten that lie is Half the herd. Good 
grade cows are all right to breed 
from, but tlhe bull should alwpys be 
purebred.

THOROUGHLY ATR-SLAKED, 

If we were to weigh the resulting 
product after these actions have’! 
taken place, we would find that the! 
2000 pounds with which we started , 
had been increased to about 2640, 
or 2650 pounds in the case of the 
hydrated lime, and to 8600 pounds 
in the case of the thoroughly  air- 
slaked lime. However, as lime is 
usually propared for agricultural 
uses, we have a mixture of hydrated 
and air-slaked lime rather than 
either of them separate. 

As to the effect of using these var- 
ious forms, so far as neutralizing 
acidity in the soil is concerned, there 
is little difference. ‘Che 2640 pounds 
of hydrated or the 8600 of air-slaked 
lime produce practically the same 
effect as the 2000 pounds of ground, 
freshly-burned lime. So far as its 
stimulation of the decomposition of! 
organic matter in the soil or-of the’ 
flocculation of the clay and _ the 
bringing about of a granular condi- 
tion of the soil, 2640 pounds of pure 
hydrated lime produce practically 
the same effect as the 2000 pounds 
of ground lime. But the 38600 
pounds of thoroughly-air-slaked lime 
would probably produce Only about 
70 p.c. of the ellect of the ground 
lime. 

If, then, the object of applying 
lime to tho land is simply to neutra- 
lize the acidity of the soil, it will 
make little difference whether the 
lime is spread upon the frozen 
ground and allowed to lie there un- 
til spring,’ when it will be worked 
into the oil, or whether it be applied | 
at the time the soil is worked, in|!

WORLD’S COAL PRODUCTION 


India the Largest Producer Among 
British Possessions. 


A British Parliamentary report on 
the world’s coal production in 1902 
shows that although the United 
States turns out more fucl than any 
other country, yet on a basis o 
population the United Kingdom stil) 
leads the way. 

The total known production of the 
world (exclusive of Lignite) is now 
about 790 million tons (2,2401b.) 
per annum, of which tho United 
Kingdom contributes rather less 
and the United States rather more 
than one-third. In 1903 Germany 
produced only about half, and 
France and Belgium together about 
a quarter of the total outtum of 
this country. 

The production per head of popu- 
lation is.5$ tons in the United King- 
dom, rather less than 4 tons in the 
United States, 3} tons in Belgium, 
about 2 tons in Germany and unde 
a ton per head in France. These fis 
ures, of course, illustrate the rela- 
tive importaace of the industry in 
the various countries. Further 
tables emphasize this point by show- 
ing that far more persons are om- 
ployed in and about the mines in tha 
United Kingdom than anywhere elsey 
The number for 1903 is given at 
822,000, against 518,197 in the Un- 
ited States for 1902. 

In 1902 the production of coal,in 
the British colonies and possessions 
was as_ follows :—India, 7,424,000 
tons; Australian Commonwealth, 6‘ 
860,000; New Zealand, 1,368,000; 
Canada, 6,422,000; Transvaal, ys 
420,000; the Cape, 166,000; Natal, 
598,000, 

Of the British self-governing col- 
onies, only the Cape of Good Tfope 
is dependent on the United King 
dom, tivo-thirds of its consumption 
having consisted in 1902 of import- 
ed coal, nearly the whole of which

Tho percentage of oxygen 
in it is so great that it will consume 


steel with a brilliant flame, the 
metal quickly melting into little 
globules, 


USED IN SURGERY, 


As to the future of liquid air, Dr. 
Boyd thinks its greatest sphere of 


usefulness will be in the medical 
world. In Germany, France and 
America operations have already 


been carried out by its aid. In cases 
of amputation the limb is_ treated 
with liquid air, which chills it so 
that there is no pain. The after-ef- 
fects of Chloroform and ether are 
thus avoided. Liquid air has also 
been used in cold storage being pass- 
ed along pipes. :

“FREE’'’ IN ALL THINGS, 
A Peculiar Religious Sect in Eng- 
land. 


Tlie Cokelors, a curlous roligious 
sect, may influence the result of the

The derivation of the word Cokeler 
is enveloped in mystery.

records as ‘‘Cokky.’’ The Cokelers 
aro only to be found in the Weald of 
Sussex and in a fow Surrey villages. 
They Have a creed of a pronounced 
Antinomian type, built upon a nium- 
ber of texts taken away from their 
context and thus rendered capable of 
any interpretation which may bo put 


on them. In each chapel there are 
elders or ‘‘stalwarts,"’ picked from 
the congregation; but there are no 


ministers in the accopted sense of the 
term, and the ordor of service is 
closely akin to that of the Quakers. 
The Cokelers are not total abstain- 
ers, but very fow of thom touch in- 
toxicating liquor, and in regard to 
wedlock, tliey hold that, while mar- 
riage is a thing to be avoided if pos- 
sible, immortality is a greater evil. 
Tn these circumstances, altliougli thay 
have no mavriago service of their 
own, tho elders raise no objection to 
members of the sect going tlirough 
‘tlie ceremony elsewhere.

that France would incur in the event 
of a Buropean war.

British Reoruits Must Show Sound 
Molars. 


Deficient teeth are not in the 
ture to prevent cnlistment in 
British army of otherwise 
recruits. Would-be soldiers found 
suffering from decayed teeth must, 
however, bo prepared to put down a 
sum not to exceed $15 towards the 
expense of fitting them with artifi- 
cial teeth. 

These facts are set forth in a cir- 
cular by tho secretary of the army 
council. Similarly afllicted men 
who would be otherwise discharged 
from the army as unfit for further 
service, Owing to the state of their 
teeth, are to be retained on the 
equivalent condition that the sum 
to be paid the dentist is to be taken 
out of their pay. 

The British Medical Journal, in 
commenting on this order, says it is 
a stop in the right direction. The 
Napoleonic dictum ‘that an army 
marches on its stomach has been so 
long admitted as a military axiom 
that it scems strange that only now 
has effect been given to it.

‘A band of priests and guides have 
succeeded in performing the unpar- 
alleled feat of erecting a statue of 
the Virgin on the summit of the 
mighty Dent du Geant, a 13,170-feet 
monarch of the Pennine Alps. 

The idea was started by Father 
Louis Clapasson, the cure of Cour- 
mayeur, a_ well-known mountaineer, 
and the people of the Aosta valley 
subscribed the money needed to buy 
the aluminum statue, which is not 
quite life size. 

For weeks the weather was closely 
watched, and finally a party of 
seventeen men started upon the dif- 
ficult undertaking. 

From Courmayeur up to the Col 
du Geant the difficulties were easily 
overcome, but from this point to the 
summit the work was full of peril. 
Over slippery ice-bound rocks and 
unsafe snow patches, up perpendicu- 
lar chimneys and steep slabs of 
smooth rock like the sides of a 
house, the party had to climb with 
their burden, clinging for life to 
ropes fixed to iron stanchions in the 
rocks, 

To add to the dangers a furious 
snowstorm came on, and several 
times the guides bearing the statue 
were nearly swept from the mountain 
side. The summit was reached 
without mishap three hours after 
leaving the Col.

DANGER IN ITS USE. 
Although physiological experiments 
would seem to show that the con- 
sumption of wood alcohol in large 
quantities has a similar effect on 
animal life to that of grain alcohol 
when taken in excess, yet it is gath- 
ered from the observations by doc- 
tors of those suffering from acute 
form of wood alcohol poisoning that 
wood alcohol is undoubtedly, in 
every respect and however taken, 
far more dangerous to man than 
grain alcohol. 
Chronic or sub-acute poisoning by 
wood alchol, that is, the taking of 
small quantities at short intervals, 
produces a form of cumulative ac- 
tion, depending probably on the re 
tention within the body of wood al- 
cohol or of some of its decomposi- 
tion products. 
Poisoning by wood alcohol, to 
those who have had any experience in 
cases of this description, is unmis- 
takable. The most distinguishing 
feature is that it attacks the eye 
directly and with peculiar virulence. 
In severe cases, when death does not 
ensue, total blindness is an almost 
invariable sequence. 
RECENT STATISTICS. 


Dr. Frank Buller, of Montreal, and 
Dr. Casey Wood, of Chicago, both 
of whom are eye specialists, began 
an investigation of the subject in the 
early part of this year, and the re- 
sults are now being published in the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Yhe physicians in ques- 
tion have laid bare by their research-| 
es a startling state of affairs.

FUTURE OF INDIA. 


Must Depend Largely on the Work 
of Civil Engineers. 


Sir Guilford Molesworth, the new 
president of the Institution of Civil 
Pngineers of Great Britain, having 
spent more than thirty years of his 
professional career in India and 
Ceylon, made those great realms the 
subject of his inaugural address. 
Dealing mainly with railways and 
works of irrigation, Sir Guilford 
showed how much has been done, and 
how much more remains to be ac- 
complished. Public works policy has 
swung between private and State en- 
terprise, the author of the paper 
showing a decided preference for the 


latter.- In Ceylon, with which Sir 
Guilford was long associated, the 
profits of the railway have alréady 


more than covered the capital out- 
lay. 

The future of India must depend, 
said the president, mainly on works 
carried out by members of that  in- 
stitution. Its undeveloped resources 
are immense. Indian coal fields 
cover 35,000 square miles, some of 
the seams being 70 fect to 100 feet 
thick, and of high quality. The sup- 
ply of iron ore is on a scale of un- 
paralleled magnitude, ‘whole _ hills 
and ranges of it bring of the purest 
varieties,’’ while the reserves of mag- 
netite, hematites, peat, petroleum, 
gold, silver, aluminum, lead, tin, 
copper, plumbago, mica and gypsum 
are immense, and only await the en- 
gineer, peace, and a wise policy for 
their development.

NOAH’S GREAT ARK. 


Its Builder Must Have Been a Man 
of Millions.

AN ELECTRIC BOAT. 


Cuts Its Own Canal Ahead and 
Fills in Behind Itself. 


Were that interesting and miscalcu- 
lating gentleman, Robinson Crusoe, 
to find himself upon one of the sand 
slopes of the Pacific Coast, he would 
think that his toilsome building of 
a boat so far from water as to be 
unavailable when finished was being 
repeated on a largo scale. A pit 100 
feet long by 40 feet wide and 12 or 
15 feet deep has been dug, and in 
this, often miles away from any open 
water, is built a large, flat bottomed 
barge, seamed and caulked and made 
properly seaworthy. 

On the barge are erected derricks, 
and much strange machinery driven 
by poworful electric motors. By tho 
time all is installed, water has per- 
colated into the pit, and the boat, 
built under such queer conditions, is 
afloat. 

This is the gold dredge. The sand 
with which it is surrounded containg 
gold in quantities which would not 
pay to work out, except by such a 
acientific apparatus as this. 
When operations begin the

“Wo have not learned how to uti- 
lize time, hence the catastrophe in 
the wars with ~ France and Japan; 
but these reverses did not teach us 
anything; therefore we have to suffer 
what is occurring to-day. 

OCCUPATION OF KIAOCHAU. 

“The 400,000,000 Chinese are gov- 
erned by scarcely 100 high digni- 
taries. There are General Govern- 
ors and Governors, but not one of 
them has ever travelled abroad or is 
familiar with the modern works on 
European conditions. These aged 
men, brought up in old-fashioned 
ways, do not consider it necessary to 
know anything of new inventions and 
modern ideas or state of affairs in 
foreign countries.’’ 

Tho following is an extract 
the address delivered by Liang Ki 
Chao at tho opening of the high 
school for modern science in the Pro- 
vince of Hunan: 

“Knowledge is power. Tho strength 
of a nation increases or diminishes 
in proportion to its wider or  nar- 
rower knowledge. The colore 
may vo aS an example of this, 

“The Bast Indians are beginning 
to take high places in the land where 
thoy were occupying only subordinate 
Positions, because they are constant 
ly improving in knowledge On the 
contrary, the African negroes, the 
Mexican Indians and South Sea Is 
landers have been enslaved again.

The “pooling’’ system is the one 
most generally adopted, and seems 
to be the fairest method. 

“Some waiters may have few cus- 
tomers at their tables’’ explained 
Mr, Pruger, the manager of the 
Savoy Hotel, ‘“‘and it is only right 
that the tips should be cg}lected and 
afterwards divided, consideration be- 
ing given to a man’s position and 
length ‘of service. 

“The habit of tipping has grown 
upon people,’ said Mr, Prugor, “and 
like all other habits, it will die 
hard, if it ever dies at all, 

“Of course, the whole matter is 
in the hands of customers. If they 
do not want to tip waiters they need 
not, and thore is an end of it allat 
once. 

“The system has developed  ex- 
tensively, but is not so tyrannical in 
London as in one continental town, 
where omnibus passengers are CX- 
pected to give a gratuity to the 
man from whom they buy their 
tickets.”’

Two other important and welcome 
facts have been brought to - light 
by these industrious map-makers. 
There are far more London land- 
lords than was supposed, and there 
is a tendency—largely caused by 
private acts unchaining the padlock 
of entail—towards further sub-divi- 
sion of ownership. Spring Gardens

The London County Council 
version of the 1894 map 
shows, as has been said, all build- 
ings, new and old, in the county, 
but the two totals, if they have 
been ascertained, have not yet been 
published, The figures for each bor- 
ough and for the city have, how- 
ever, periodically to be supplied to 
Spring Gardens, and the statistical 
officer is thus enabled to give the 
grand total in his annual ‘‘Review.’” 
From this document I learn that the 
number of rated premises, inhabited 
and uninhabited, in the administra- 
tive county last year was 612,028. 
The comprehensive chara¢ter of that 
total need not be questioned, for it 
is supposed that the man who © can 
keep a property off the rate-book 
has not yet been born.

King Edward 
With His Presents. 


Though the days of extravagant 
Royul tipping are to a great extent 
past, King Edward's gratuity Will 
runs into many thousands every 
yenv, Tor he makes a point of never 
spend-ng even a few hours at the 
horse of a friend without secompen- 
sing the servants handsomely for the 
extra trouble his visit has encvailed. 
It ccsts $30,000 to entertain the 
King for the short space of a week-end 
only, and in return for the enjoyment 
he derives from the visit King Ed- 
ward leaves behind $1,000 in gratui- 
ties. If, however, the retinue of 
servants is an . unusually large one 
this amount is often increased to $1,- 
500, or even more, In the case of 
shooting parties each beater receives 
$5, and the head keeper $25 or $50 
according to the number of days’ 
sport enjoyed, this, of course, being 
exclusive of the amount left for the 
servants of the household. — = 

The King always leaves liis tips in 
notes.

Municipal Qualifications. 


‘The law respecting the qualification 
of candidates for municipal office 
has been amended to read as follows :— 


ast In cities, towns, and incorporated 
villages every candidate for the office 
of inayor, reeve, controller, alderman, 
councillor, water commissioner, and 
street railway commissioner shall on 
the day of nomination or at any time 
before nine o'clock in the afternoon on 
the following day, or when such last 
named day is a holiday, then before 
12 o’dlock noon on the afternoon of 
the succeeding day, file in the oflice 
of the clerk of ‘the municipality a 
statutory declaration in accordance 
with the terms contained in section 
311 of this act, or to the like effect, 
that he possesses the necessary quali- 
fication for the office, and in’ default 
of his so doing such candidate shall be 
deemed to have resigned, and his 
name shall be removed from the list 
of candidates and shall not be printed 
on the ballot papers.”

The Czar Is Powerless—Morocco’s 
Sultan Is In the Hands of 
Kaid MacLean. 


John Bull is the most extensive 
king owner in business. He owns 
several monarchs and q small army 


of Indian princes, 


holkars, 


rajahs, mahara- 
jahs, nizvams, sambwas, and 
so forth, and it is his duty to look 
after their welfare and keeff them 
out of mischief. 

The Ameer of Afghanistan, for in- 
stance, is nominally ‘‘boss’’ of all 
the Afghans, but he has not only to 
answer for his own sins and mis- 
deods, but the is held responsible for 
the errors of his owner, Mr, J, Bull. 
The Aineer cannot call his soul his 
own, and without his master he 
would have no more control over his 
country than the man in the street 
Would have, 

Rajah Brooke, of Sarawak, con- 
Siders himself king of that country, 
but, as a matter of fact, hie is merely 
an employee of John Bull; but the 
Rajah is q tactful monarch, and is 
seldom interfered with. 

Abdul Aziz, the Sultan of Morocco,

KING OF ROUMELIA, 

and be crowned with pomp and cere- e 
mony at Philippopolis. ‘The proposal 
had come direct from the Czar, but 
Sir Henry's reply was characteristic 
of the man. ‘'No,”’ was all he said 
and the prince silently withdrew. ‘ 
Soon afterwards Prince Alexander 
Vogorides was offered the Uhrone, but 
he, too, declined it, 

The Count of Flanders in 1866 had 
the opportunity of reigning over the 
province of Roumania, but he refus- 
ed the crown, and for very vood rea- 
sons indeed, 

““Gentlemen,”’ gaid hie to the Council 
of Ministers who brought the offer, 
“if you can give me a guarantee that 
J shall not be assassinated, as was 
M. Catargi, nor interred in a fortress 
like M, Petrovski, I will be the King 
jof Roumania; failing that I prefer to 
remain the Count of Flanders.’’ 
Naturally the deputation were un- 
able to give such a guarantee, and 
were forced to depart greatly discom- 
fited at the Count’s answer.—Pear- 
son's Weekly,

SPAIN RULED BY AN IRISHMAN, 

An Trishinan ruled Spain with a 
rod of iron for nearly thirty years, 
His namie does not appear on the roll 
of sovereigns, but it will be remem- 
bered long after more noble ones 
have been relegated to obscurity. 
‘This astute Irishman was the notor- 
ious Leopold O/Donnell, and, like 
Kaid MacLean, of Morocco, he wnder- 
took, in the beginning, the reorganiz- 
ation of the Spanish Army. He rose 
step by step, until he was given the 
rank of Commander-in-Chief. Then 
the crowned head discovered that in 
employing the Irishman he had made 
a bad mistake, O"Donnell was not 
the man to let the grass grow under 
his feet, and he made up his mind to 
make himself a power. In the long 
run, the Kinz became, to all intents 
and purposes, his private property. 

When the German Emperor visited 
the Paris Exhibition five of this sub- 
jects went with him, who were so 
disyuised as to resemble in the min- 
utest detoi! their Royal master. The 
Iemperor was well aware that he 
would be constantly watched by jour- 
nalistic spies, for absolute privacy 
and freedom is a thing no monarch 
can have. 

THE GERMAN EMPRROR. 

The Emperor desired to avoid being 
recognized so far as possible, so he 
conceived the idea of attiring five 
men, whose faces were similar to his 
Imperial Majesty's, in the same kind 
of clothes that he would wear him- 
self. ‘They were of the same height, 
build, and physique as their Emper- 
or, and their likeness was assisted by 
the theatrical wig-maker and facial 
artist. 

The late King of Italy, when he 
visited Vienna some years before his 
untimely death, and when political 
riots were rampant in that city, was 
accompanied by three officers of his 
bodyguard, Who resemblod him both 
in dress and features, The ‘‘dummy"’ 
Kings played thoir parts with  con- 
spicuous success. Crowds of people 
cheered thein as they drove singly 
through the streets of Vienna, and 
on one occasion the Emperor of 
Austrian embraced one of them, mis- 
taking him for the King, 

Mrs. Fronk Sheldon, a famous au- 
thoress and explorer, while travelling 
in Central Africa, was offered, and 
refused, a kingdom, One day — she 
appeared before the fierce Manyuema 
tribo in a gaudy “erimson costume, 
heavily braided with gold, |The pret- 
ty frock had ga magical effect on the 
savages, and they elected her as the 

QUEEN OF ‘THIS MANYUDMA, 

The inhabitants of the large village 
lying at the foot of the Kilimanjaro, 
voted her their tutelar deity, while 
the whole of the male portion of an 


other tribe of savages made her an 
offer of marriage! All these honors 
Mrs. Sheldon politely refused, much 
to the Africans’ sorrow,

offered q crown by the Nucaraguan 
Provisional Government, but he de 
clined it, for the post, though exalt 
od, was neither nan comfortable nor a 
paying one.

sador at Paris it is pointed out 
tkat this Embassy is the plum of 
British diplomacy, being worth $50,- 
000 a year, But this princely sal- 
ary is exceeded by that paid to M, 
Cambon, the French_Ambassador in 
London.

Mr. Andrew Carnegie seldom hand- 
les a gun, but is an ardent angler, 
and will linger patiently for hours 
beside a moorland stream.

William Shaw Was Hanged For 
a Murder He Hadn’t 
Committed. 


It was not till several months af- 
ter the execution of William Shaw, 
for the murder of his daughter, that 
a letter in the dead daughter's hand- 
writing was found announcing — her 
intention of taking her life by her 
own hand, 

Notwithstanding that he was given 


Shaw was an upright man, and an 
allectionate father. Like him in 
looks, his daughter, Catherine, was 
also like her father in temperament; 
put for several years they lived to- 
gether in harmony. 

Then came a time when Catherine 
met a worthless fellow named Law- 
son, for whom she developed a re- 
markable infatuation, Not without 
reason, Shaw took a strong aversion 
to Lawson, and forbade Catherine to 
keep company with him. At tho 
first opportunity, too, he extracted a 
promise from Lawson that he would 
cease wooing his daughter. The 
promise was not kept. Secret meet- 
ings took place. Every day father 
and daughter became further  es- 
tranged. Indeed, Shaw frequently 
locked Catherine in her room at the 
top of a gloomy house in Edinburgh 
in which they lived 
One day there was a furious quar- 
rel. Shaw was heard to rush at 
fever-heat down the stairs, slamming 
and locking the door upon Catherine, 
Profound silence followed, and then 
the neighbors were horrified at hear- 
ing groans from someone apparently 
in mortal agony. 

INNOCENT FATHER SUFFERS. 
¥hen the door was burst open, 
Catherine was discovered lying dead 
on the floor. a knifo beside her. It 
seemed plain to all that Shaw had 
murdered his daughter. Soon after 
Shaw returned to his house, but his 
grief and terror were taken for re- 
morse. 

At his trial he declared his inno- 
cence, and explained the fact of blood 
being upon his shirt as duc to an 
accident. ‘The jury found him guilty 
and he was accordingly hanged. 

A few months later a tenant tak- 
ing possession .of Shaw's rooms 
found a letter in a hole by a ‘ire- 
Place. It was in Catherine's hand- 
writing, and in it the girl announced 
her intention of putting an end to 
her existence. There was not the 
slightest doubt of its genuineness. 
Shaw's innocence was established, 
but the missive had been found too 
late.

2,000,000 wage-earners in the United 
States are out of employment from 
four to six months of the year addi- 
tional data for his estimate. 

He thinks that an arnual income of 
$460 a year is the average amount on 
which a family of father, mother, and 
tliree children can live, and keep 
above the ‘‘poverty”’ line. 

“It is hardly to be doubted,’’ the 
social agent continues, ‘‘that the 
mass of unskilled laborers in the 
North receive less than $460 a year, 
and that the same class in the South 
receive less than $300."" 

Mr Himter declares that the condi- 
tions of want are increased by the ar- 
rival every year of 500,000 male im- 
migrants, who seek work in the very 
district where employment is most 
scarce. He declares that 1,700,000 
little children are forced to become 
Wage-earners in this country when 
they should be in school, and that 
about 5,000,000 women find it neces- 
sary to work, of whom 2,000,000 are 
employed in factories and mills. 
“Probably no less than 1,000,000 
workers are killed and injured cach 
year while doing their work,’ he 
says, “and about 10,000,000 persons 
now living, if the present ratio is 
kept. up, will die of that preventable 
disease, tuberculosis. 

“There must be thousands, very 
likely 60,0G0 or 70,000 children in 
New York City alone, who often ar- 
rive at school hungry and unfitted to 
do well the work required,’’ 
“Shorter hours and higher wages,” 
he suggests as a remedy for some of 
these conditions. Steadier emyploy- 
ment, improved sanitary conditions 
in workshops, and protection in 
dangerous trades are reforms which 
in time will decrease materially the 
amount of pauperism.’’

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DRESSING HOGS, 
Propare for hog-killing by getting 
knives in good order and by pro- 
viding a suitable place for scraping 


and hanging up the carcass A 
table twenty-four inches high and 
thirty inches wide by six feet long 


will be found a very convoniont thing 
upon which to scrape the hog, and is 
preferable to a box in that one can 
get up to it better, and it is casier 
to move about. The top should 
be of 2x10 plank and legs of 4x4, 
with 1x8 around the upper end just 
underneath the top. A kerosene bar- 
rel set slanting against the end 
makes a suitable and cheap scalding 
vat. The water should be at a tem- 
peraturo of 180 deg, to 186 deg, 
when the hog is put in the barrel, 
Yo insure this temperature, do not 
remove the water from tho fire until 
it boils, ‘Then, if it must go into 
am cold barrel, it will be about the 
tight temperature when the hog is 
put in. In worm weathor it will 
often be necessary to add half a pail 
of cold water to reduce the tempera- 
ture, but in the winter where the 
work is done outside and with snow 
on the ground it will hardly be 
wise. The water should be so hot 
as to be decidedly uncomfortable to 
the touch when tho fingers are dipped 
into it the third time. If the water 
is near the boiling point, care should 
be used to air the hog quickly or the 
hair will be “‘set."’ With water at 
185 deg. there is little danger. To 
nid in loosening the scurf add to 
the water a fire shovel of hardwood 
ashes, a generous handful of soft 
soap or a table-spoonful of concen- 
trated lye. The hog should be se- 
cured before the water is put in the 
barrel, 
In sticking the hog it should be 
Placed squarely on its back and an 
incision opened lengthwise of the 
throat two inches in front of the 
breast bone. ‘Then with the sharp 
side of a straight sticking knife 
turned upward and directed 
TOWARD THE TAIL-HEAD, 
insert it to a depth suflicient to 
reach the arteries leading from the 
heart. In a two hundred pound this 
will be five or six inches. At the 
depth the knife should be turned a 
quarter way round and immediately 
withdrawn, Care should be used to 
keep the knife pointed directly over 
the backbone to avoid sticking Sin 
the shoulder. Do not put the hog 
in the water until life is extinct or 
the skin will bo reddened by the 
cooking of the blood in the capillar- 
ies beneath. Try the hair often to 
determine when scalded sufficiently. 
Remove the hair from the feet and 
head with the hands or with the 
“candlestick’’ scraper, and next 
from the body. If properly scalded 
it will pull out by the roots. When 
the rough hair has been removed 
scrape the body clean and dress it 
up smoothly with a sharp knife, 
Raise the gambrel cords and hang 
up. Wash with hot water and 
scrape, then rinso with cold water, 
and be sure that all scurf is scraped 
off. Open through the pelvic arch 
and cut around the rectum. Pull 
the intestines down and separate the 
connections near the kidneys, leav- 
ing the kidney fat intact. Remove 
the paunch with the intestines, keep- 
ing all clean so as to save the fat.

Ants were making snug houses of 


bricks and mortar when our remote 
ancestors were shivering in holes of 
the rocks. Spiders were construct- 
ing diving bells ages before man dar- 
ed to trust himself in a hollow log 
upon the surface of the water. There 
is little doubt that man is indebted 
to humble forms of creeping and 
winged life for the origin of many of 
his most boasted inventions. 

It seems impossible to deny reason- 
ing power to ants, bees, spiders, and 
several other insects, when one con- 
siders their quick intelligence in 
dealing with emergencies, 'The more 
naturalists study these creatures, the 
moro amazing are the discoveries 
they make, 

Mr. E. G. Green has lately been 
noting the habits of red ants, These | 
little creatures, he found, used leaves ; 
to construct their abodes, a curious 
material, when one considers that 
ants have not—like weaver birds— 
any natural means for fastening 
leaves together. It was in this op- 
eration that the extraordinary mech- 
anical ingenuity of these creeping 
miracles was exhibited.

PAINLESS EXTRACTION. 


Professor Redard, of Geneva, has 
discovered a new anaesthetic, by 
means of which a tooth may be pain- 
Jessly extracted with none of the af- 
ter‘effects caused by ether and chloro- 
form. Finding that the nervous sys- 
tem is influenced by colored light the 
professor experimented with each in 


turn, and perceived that blue has 
an extraordinary soothing effect on 
the nerves. The practical result of 


his discovery was that, by shutting 


the patient in a dark room and ex- 
posing his eyes to a blue light of 
sixteen candlepower for three min- 
utes, he lost all sense of pain, al-

They have been known to bridge u 
rivulet, eight inches wide, by bend- 
ing blades of grass across, securing 
them on the oppsite side, and then 
making all firm with a thick coating 
of meud. Also, when tar had been 
used, spread in a circle to keep in- 
sects from the skins of bird speci- 
mens, the naturalist Gibbs noticed 
ants deliberately bridge the sticky 
barrier with sand, and so cross dry- 
footed. 

Anyone who has ever examined the 
nest-cellg of the big blue carpenter 
bee will recognise that here is the 
work of an insect inventor. Besides 
the deep canals it hews in wood— 
Some of them a foot long, and a 
third of an inch in diameter—the 
beautiful partitions it makes in these 
chambers are worth noticing. They 
are constructed of finely pulverised 
wood-dust, glued together so per- 
fectly that, when dry, the partitions 
appear a part of the solid wood. 

FE-ven more wonderful is the nest 
the poppy bee, an insect which has 
# secret process which man cannot 
imitate, 

THI POPPY BE’S HOMIE 
is a hole in the ground, threo inches 
deep, of which the walls are smooth- 
ed and polished to a china-like con- 
sistency, This done, the bee lines 
her cave with petals of the scarlet 
poppy. Her wall-paper lies as 
smooth as glass, yet with the finest 
sors o man could not cut their 
aves without their wrinkling.

A PARTICULARLY BRAVE

While tho firemen were 
endeavoring to reach the imprisoned | 
men and women by means of the fire-| 
escape Johnnic Day jumped into his} 
elevator and, despite the warning of 
the police, insisted on running it to 
the sixth floor in order to bring 
them down. 

When they reached tho landing the 
elevator was hidden with the smoke, 
but the boy kuew his way and dived 
into the lift, followed by those ho 
had come to save. When they were 
all in, the boy, probably from mere 
force of habit, slammed the gate and 
all reached the ground in safety. A 
few minutes later the elevator shaft 
took fire and the building collapsed, 
For this brave act young Day was:

rewarded with warm praise from the 
Chief of Police and by a medal, to-| 
gether with a substantial sum of 


money collocted from those who were} 
tenents in tho building. 

A remarkable instance of cool her-| 
oism on the part of a boy named} 
Henri Grene was reported a year or} 
60 ago from Paris. Grene ran the) 
lift in an apartment house near the} 
Rue de Rivoli, and one night, about 
2 a. m., the porter discovered the 
building to be on fire. He immed- 
jately rang an alarm and proceeded 
to arouse the inmates, who fled to 
safety “with no thought of what) 
they should put on.’’ The fire had) 
started on the sixth floor and burn- 
ed so furiously that the escape of all} 


on the seventh and top floor was 
entirely cut off. The 
TERROR-STRICKEN PEOPLE 
were frantically calling from the 
windows for assistance, but there 
was some delay in setting up the} 


fire-escapes, and the heat and smoke 
increased to alarming extent. 

There were eight persons, but the} 
lift would not acconimodate more 
than five, and the boy, perfectly cool 
but fearful lest the cage should tum- 
ble to the bottom and his human! 
cargo be killed, begged three of the 
men to await his return. These, to 
their infinite credit, immediately 
stood aside and allowed the cage to} 
descend without them. 

As soon as he had landed his pas- 
dengers Grene proceeded on his sec- 


ond journey of rescue, but had only 
reached the third floor when a tre- 
mendous crash annouced the fact} 
that the burnt flooring had given} 
Way, doubtless carrying with it the 


three men who were relying upon the 
return of the elevator boy for their 
safety, 

When he reached the top floor he 
found them clinging to the gate of 
the elevator, singed and almost suf- 
focated with smoke, but still pos- 
Seused of suflicient strength and} 
courage to allow the boy to slide| 
the door open and drag them jin, On 
reaching the ground one of the men 
was found to be unconscious, but he 
quickly recovered in the open air, | 
and young Grene had the satisfaction 


of knowing that of the eight he} 
went to save not one was lost. It} 
would be difficult to recall an in-| 


stance in which greater coolness and} 
audacity was shown by a lad in face 
of almost certain death. 

Not long ago an elevator boy at- 
tached to a private apartment house 
in Chicago risked his life in a suc- 
cessful endeavor, to save the life of a 
canary, which had been forgotten on 
the seventh floor by its owner, an

STRANGE NEW ZEALAND| 


There Are Snow-clad Volcanoos, 
and Lakes Lie on Moun- 
tain Tops. 


To no courrtry in tho world has 
naturo been s0 prodigal of scenic 
gifts as to the island of New Zea- 
land, where man has done 60 much 
to enhance tho enjoyment of prodlyal 
natural bounties, writes a correspon- 
dent in Auckland, 

The south island boasts of a mag- 
nificant range, which includes’ the 
largest glacier outside the Arctic 
rogions; fjords more wonderful than 
those of Norway, tho unrivalled 
Otera and Bullor gorges, the  high- 
est waterfall in the world and ico 
cold lakes, The north island prides 
itself on the largest geyser in the 
universe, marvellous boiling springs, 
hot lakes and extinct and active vol- 
canoes, all in the Taupo zone, which 
gives its name to still anothor won- 
der, Lake Taupo, tho island's in- 
land sea.

AN ANGRY SBA. 

Taupo lies on the north shoro of 
the lake, and for its chief attraction 
has an old Maori redoubt, situated 
on a high bank of the Walkato Riv- 
er and rich in memories of stirring 


events. Close by one frequently sees 
a Maori canoe paddled across the 
river, which here emerges from the 


clear lake and shapes its course in a 
rapid rush through rugged gorges 


and broad plains to the sea. The 
Waikato serves as a dividing line be- 
tween the European sottlement of 
Taupo town and the native village 
pf Tapuae-TMaruru on the heights, 
which in the war period of 1865-71 
was fortified. 

Looking across tho lake toward the 
gouth the traveller can see at the 
back of Rotoaira the snowclad vol- 
canoes of Tougariro, Ngauruhoe and 
Raupehu, These peaks are invested 
with a drapery of ice and snow, and 
from their summits is a constant is- 
sue of sulphurous steam and smoke 
in clouds and spires. Until recently 
these mountains were held sacred by 
the Maoris, and on the altars of 
their snow capped craters and glacial 
recesses they offered homage to their 
deified ancestors. 

REGION FULL OF INTEREST. 

The whole place teems with inter- 
est—history and mythological tradi- 
tions of the tribal heroes, Every hill 
and glade, even tho trees and flowers 
have mystic associations with demi- 
gods, elfs or demons, for the folk- 
lore of the Maoris is the richest in 
the world, 

Half way across Taupo Moana is 
the forest-clad island of Motutaiko, 
which in the past was the fortified 
stronghold of a mighty race, but 
which for many generations has been 
used as a tribal burying place. 

On the northern shore, within a 
short ‘distance of the township, is the 
extinct voleano of the Tauhara, ris- 
ing into the air 3,600 feet, and now 
heavily wooded. 

Clearly defined above all forma- 
tions is a terrace which encircles the 


the waters of Taupo were that much 
higher than at the present day. Tho 
western shores.of the lake are famed 
for the rhyolitic cliffs of Karanga- 
hape, which rise in a perpendicular 
precipice a thousand odd feet above 
sixty fathoms of water, There still 
exist many evidences that those cliffs 
used as a last refuge by natives flee- 
ing from their enemies, 


REGION OF CAVE DWELLERS, 


Caves abound in Karangahape and 
all at one time or other served as 
living places for the Taupo natives, 
who were cave dwellers at the na- 
tive land court of ‘Taupo twenty 
years ago the old warrior Hitiri Te 
Pacrata said:— 

“T was born in a cave at Kawak- 
awa. At Waihaha there is a cave 
called Oruawaikaha belonging to two 
tribes. he chief and his father are 
buried there, At Karangahape 
point is a cave which was used as a 
pa (fortress) and called Omumutu.”’ 

There are other interesting records 
of the same character, showing that 
these caves served as birth and death 
Places and fortified abodes of tho 
Maoris, who distinguished them by 
names, as they do houses and even 
trees, 


Close to Karangahape cliffs is a 
native settlement, which numbers 
among ita residents the old Chief 
Witiri. Witiri is a warrior of proud 


ancestry, the hero of many valiant 
battles. In 1864 he led the hope- 
less defense of Orakau pa, which 
fell to an overwhelming British force 
under General Cameron, Witiri's 
fathor and other relatives wero Kill- 


ed, but he and his sister, who was 
wounded escaped, 

These sole survivors of the fight 
still entertain travellers with  ac- 
counts of how they held the fort 


against tremendous odds, and finally 
succeeded in breaking through the 
line of military in their escape, 

An abiding charm of Taupo Lake 
is tho diversity of its shores. Waber- 
falls, valleys, rapids, boiling springs) 
and Icy fountains lend varicty to tho 
western line, which is enhanced by 
fine stretches of primeval bush, in 
many places sloping down to the 
water. 

In summer time the stately branch- 
oo of tho Christmas treo wave their 
gorgeous crimson above the clear 
blue waters of the Inko, Along tho 
eastern shoro is a feast of flowers, 
all peculiar to the place.

SLIGHT BULLET WOUNDS. 


Even Important Organs Pierced 
Does Not Mean Death. 


Dr. WHohlbeck, a Russian doctor 
following his profession at the seat 
of war in the Far East, sends to the 
St. Petersburg ‘Medical Weekly”’ an 
interesting account of the effect of 
the small calibre bullet. 

The Japanese, he says, make  fre- 
quent use of the so-called Maxim 
guns, whose calibre is almost the 
same as that of the infantry rifle, 
viz., six millimetres (about a quar- 
ter of an inch). 

The wounds caused by these bullets 
heal better than those made by the 
Lee-Metford or Mauser rifle, and 
often pass through important organs 
Without apparently any deleterious 
effect. 

Bullets have, for example, travers- 
ed men's necks, without leaving a 
sign of a wound on the windpipo or 
gullet. When a bullet penctrates 
the fleshy part of the body it leaves 
only a tiny slit in the skin, which is 
often found only with great difficul- 
ty. 

The nunrber of bone frastures is 
strikingly small, though, perhaps, 
owing to the small calibre and the 
great penetrating force of the Jap- 
anese bullets, many more holes have 
been made in bones than wo imagine. 

Skull wounds are the worst, 
wounds in the chest and lungs are 
comparatively easy to deal with, 
but lack of time, room, water, and 
other nocessarics render it imposei- 
ble to open the abdomen to attend 
to the wounds there 

Much time is saved in the field 
hospital owing to the wounds being 
so clean, It frequently happens 
that the inlet and tho outlet of the 
bullet are merely covered with medi- 
cated gauze which is fixed in posi- 
tion with strips of sticking plaster, 
and that is all the bandaging re 
quired.
